Carl Braun, a German entomologist now 
located at Bangor, Maine, bus teeeived 
from Lyons manufacturer au outer for 
five hundred cocoons of this moth, and 
hopt*9 to supply them this season.

be successful, and predicts that Maine 
will produce its own silk h qunrtef of a 
century hence.

Oriole, having on board Chicago detectives 
and rejK>rters, ho« I t*een on tho look-out hero 
and ran alongside of the Blake and had some 
conversntion w ith the oflieoivj. 
rl hen tho 
Oriole steamed up to tho Marsh apparently to 
have the captain of the Marsh lot the Blake’s 
tow line go. 
While they were in American 
w ater just opposite the Port Huron w ater­ 
works, where the detectives could take Mc- 
Garigle, the Blake’s lino was let go, but a t 
th at instant a yawl was lowered from the 
Blake, containing McGarigle and a sailor, 
who made for the 
Ca na da 
side. 
McGa rig le 
landed at Point Edward and came on to 
Sarnia, tho Blake rein aining in the river till 
Sunday afternoon. 
McGarigle was driven 
from here to C ourtright, twelve miles down 
tho river, ostensibly to catch a boat. 
Ho was 
driven back here, how over, and is now in 
town. 
Thoro are various rum ors as to his" where­ 
abouts. the Chicago reporters stating that he 
left for the east on the 10 a. m. train, but 
such is not the case. 
McOariglo 1ms his mus­ 
tache and small sideburns still on and looks 
bronzed after his trip on the lakes. 
He is ap­ 
parently nervous as to his safety here, but 
the chief o f police states that he has 
110 
authority to arrest him. The detectives have 
arranged for communication nil night be­ 
tween hero and Port Huron in tho hope of 
htdng able to get him over, but McGarigle 
keeps away from tho river and has been 
walking about some of the back streets with 
the party who drove him to Courtright and 
back.

H am burg is under water, tho 
lower streets of A ugusta are encroached upon 
and the citizens living near tho river are pre- 
}>aring to leave their homes. 
L at e r —The disastrous floods of the past 
few days w ill result in appalling loss to tho 
farmers. 
From a few miles below the head­ 
waters of the Savannah to where it reaches 
the sea its banks are overflowed and w ater 
covers vast areas on oithor side of the channel. 
The situation in Augusta is more than alarm ­ 
ing; at least one half of the city is under 
water, and rain is descending steadily. 
Not­ 
w ithstanding the rain, however, the river is 
slowly falling, but another 
and

calam ity threatens us. 
A t 2;30 p. m. Sunday Augusta was startled 
by a general fire alarm , and the rum or spread 
like the wind th at the third level of tho 
Augusta canal had given way.

double row of the sisterhood 
waiting 
their turns. 
This is because tbo aver age 
charge is live cents a dish cheaper at. the 
high st(X)l counters than at the tables. 
All about the shopping district are these 
l>ake shop lunch rooms, where the wo­ 
men get ten cent meals to tantalize their 
digestive organs and satisfy their cou- 
sciences while debating whether to pay a 
doTJar ex tra for the new lavender stitch­ 
ing on black kid gloves, or estimating the 
cost of a dress just seen in the street and 
to lx * imitated at no m atter what ex pense. 
The girls that wait on the ladies in the 
shopping stores get their own meals by 
snatches out of little sachels in some 
places. 
In others 
they are allowed 
twenty minutes to go out or congregate 
in those corners of the establishment 
where they hang their street clothes. The 
largest place on Six th avenue sells meals 
to its girls at cost price—two apples for a 
cent, coffee two cents a cup, pie three 
emits a cut, oyster stew, six cents, etc. 
This is the most singular dining room I 
ever saw. 
If you entered when it was 
crowded on any afternoon you would 
think it a reading or a sewing room 
rather than w hat it is, for half of the 
girls sit at the table ix mring over ten cent 
novels, and many others are biisv sewing 
or crocheting. 
At least half of them 
bring their own luncheons and 
buy 
merely an apple or a cup of tea.—Julian 
Ralph’s Letter in Pioneer Press.

N ew Use fo r Coal W aste. 
A patent has recently 1x m*ii asked for 
a new process by which it is proposed to 
use the waste coal piles at the m outh of 
every coal mine, and convert the culm 
into a sort of gas that can be used the 
same as natural gas is used. 
The culm 
is to lx * broken up into pieces and run into 
a hopper. 
Out of the hopper it comes in 
particles, and is fed to an air blast. 
This 
blast is broken into different chambers, 
and in circulating around each chamber 
the particles of the culm rub against 
each other until by the tim e the last 
chamber is reached they are reduced to 
a fine dust that floats around in the air 
current. 
When the last chamber is 
reached the culm passes through a 110 
mesh and comes out in a dark cloud. 
It 
is then fed through pipes, like gas. 
The 
particles of coal float in the air, and com­ 
bine with the ox ygen of the air to make 
a hot fire. 
The inventor claims that this 
fuel will make no smoke, but will be all 
consumed before reaching the smoke­ 
stack, owing to its fineness. The trouble 
with tin* invention is that it can lie used 
only on a large scale.
